Sharp chocolate-brown surfaces with faint underlying 
traces of red that are visible under a good light source. Well defined with a clear overdate feature and no mentionable marks that could detract from the grade. 
Housed in an early PCGS holder with a green insert. (#183) 






EXCEPTIONAL UNCIRCULATED 1783 NOVA CONSTELLATIO COPPER 


1783 Nova Constellatio, Blunt Rays. PCGS graded MS-60 Brown. Crosby 3-C, R.3. Mint State examples of this interesting type are quite rare. Even more 
rare are Uncirculated pieces with exceptional eye appeal, as this specimen with exceptionally smooth surfaces with no pitting or spotting, pleasing chocolate-brown 


color, and a well defined strike. An especially desirable Nova for the Colonial specialist. (#807) 


HIGH GRADE 1787 IMMUNIS COLUMBIA COPPER PATTERN 





1787 Immunis Columbia Copper Pattern. PCGS graded AU-5O. ( ‘rosby PI. VIII, 8, Breen-1137. A smooth, medium brown example with surfaces that are 
essentially mark-free, save for a single ancient abrasion under the second M of IMMUNIS. Well struck throughout except for the highpoint of the eagle's breast.

VERY RARE 1792 WASHINGTON ROMAN HEAD CENT 





1792 Washington Roman Head Cent. PCGS graded Proof 64 Red & Brown. Baker-19, Breen-1249. This fascinating and enigmatic variety was perhaps the 
artistic high point of the Washington tokens struck in England during his presidency. For years Breen’s “effeminate emperor” aspersion upon the character of this 
piece has been discussed, but the true purpose was surely not satire. Rather, since nearly every specimen known is in a well-preserved Proof state, it seems that 
this was just one more token struck to feed the passions of the British token collectors of the day. Breen’s implication that these were some kind of secret, hidden 
from view until the 1860s, does not stand up when the evidence that a boldly signed die trial of this obverse exists, identifying the author as “I.G. Hancock” or 
the young John Gregory Hancock. Hancock, just 17 years old when these dies were engraved, would likely not have conceived this as a massive satire, but rather 
as a play on the Roman coins and engraved pieces that most engravers studied during the 18th century as they learned their craft. 


A beautiful specimen and one of the most widely desired Washington pieces in this modern day. It appears just as it was when discovered by American numis- 
matists in the mid 19th century. Attractively blended light gold and orange, faded from mint color, with olive highlights over the reflective fields. Boldly struck 
as a Proof in the finest 1790s style, with fully realized devices shown in high relief. Magnification reveals only the most minor hairlines. A carbon spot under the 
olive branch connects this piece to its fine provenance, with some other minor scattered flecks. Excellent visual appeal overall, a finely preserved example of this 


distinctive and historic issue. 


Today, estimates of the total population range from 12 to 15 including pieces impounded. Fuld estimated that four or five were permanently in museum collec- 
tions in 1995. Mike Hodder has records of eight specimens in private hands and noted in the Ford sale that “in the past decade or two, the same four pieces have 
traded hands.” PCGS has certified only four specimens, of which this is the only one with the RB designation. The majestic Norweb specimen, graded Proof 66 
Brown (PCGS), realized a record sum of $132,250 in highly competitive bidding, highlighting the importance of each rare offering of a specimen of the Roman 
Head cent. Typically offered only with “name” collections of Washingtoniana (though missing from many of the best cabinets of the last century), this opportu- 


nity to acquire a high quality specimen should not be overlooked. (#732)

1802/0 Reverse of 1802. ANACS graded Details of Good-6 Graffiti. C- 
2, B-2, R.3. The letter “B” was scratched over Liberty's head long ago. Sev- 
eral small marks and scratches are seen on each side. The 1802 half cent is a 
known semi-key date in the series and only the 1793 and 1796 are scarcer as 
dates. This date was struck from only one obverse die, and all display the 
interesting 2 over 0 overdate. The overdate feature is clear, but notable weak- 
ness is present at the center of the reverse. The present example is medium 
brown on the obverse and the reverse fields are a trifle darker. Certainly an 
acceptable example that will fill that difficult hole in your date set. From a 
small mintage of only 20,266 pieces. (#1057) 


1803. ANACS graded VG-8. C-1, B-1, R.1. Pleasant medium brown color 
with no porosity and just a couple of minor marks. Well centered with excel- 
lent detail remaining.

Light tan- 
brown color overall. Smooth, even wear with no mentionable distractions.

1807. ANACS graded Fine-15, C-1, B-1, R.1, the only die pairing for the year. A well centered example with mahogany-brown surfaces and lighter accents on 


the obverse portrait. A couple of degrees of counterclockwise die rotation is also noted. (#1104)

1809. ANACS graded Details of XF-45 Corroded. C-6, B-G, R.1. The surfaces are somewhat porous and present a dull brown appearance. The dies have rotat-

1811. ANACS graded About Good-3. C-2, B-2, Low R.3. Close 18 in Date. A well worn example with no corrosion or overly distracting scratches or marks. 
Desirable for a type collection. (#1135) 


1825 Classic Head Half Cent. ANACS graded AU-50. C-2, B-2, R.1. This variety is easily identified by star 12 being repunched. Deep mahogany-brown sur- 
faces and light wear on the highest points. (#1141) 


1826 Classic Head Half Cent. ANACS graded Details of About Uncirculated Net XF40, Corroded. C-1, B-1, R.1. Deep brown surfaces with a couple of 
pinpricks on the obverse. Although listed as “corroded,” minimal porosity is noted. (#1144) 


1832. ANACS graded Details of AU-50 Scratched, Cleaned. C-2, B-2, R.1. A number of diagonal scratches are seen at the right side of the reverse, and the 


surfaces have been cleaned and retoned at one time. Most details remain on this higher grade piece. (#1159) 


1833. ANACS graded Details of AU-50 Corroded. C-1, B-1, R.1. Always a popular year for collectors, this high grade example exhibits some light corrosion.

FINEST GRADED 1831 SUPERB PROOF HALF CENT 





1831 Restrike, Large Berries, Reverse of 1836. PCGS graded Proof 67 Brown. First Restrike. Breen-2, High R.5. Mint reports show a mintage of 2,200 1831 
half cents, but the figure is believed to represent a delivery of half cents dated 1832. Most experts believe that 1831 half cents were struck only as Proofs. Never- 
theless, a significant number of 1831 dated coins circulated in fact. In several of these cases, it is impossible to tell if the coin started out as a Proof or a circula- 


tion strike, so the jury is still out. 


The surfaces are deeply reflective, particularly on the obverse. Rich brown color is enhanced with cobalt-blue shades on that side. The reverse presents a medium 
brown finish imbued with irregular shades of deep blue-green. There are no spots or stains. For pedigree purposes, there is an almost imperceptible rim bruise at 
star 10, this being all but fully disguised in the PCGS holder. This is the single finest graded example at PCGS, 18 have been graded in all the variations. NGC 


has graded a total of 14 in all colors including one Proof 58. (#1189)

1833. PCGS graded Proof 65 Red & Brown. B-1, C-1, the only known 
dies, R.5 as Proof. All 1833 Classic half cents were struck from a single set of 
dies. Breen (1983) opines that Proof examples may have been struck to com- 
memorate the opening of the new Philadelphia Mint in January 1833. 
Numismatic research now places the number extant in the range of 50 spec- 
imens. 


Abundant mint red color sparkles over the highly reflective fields. Some light 
muting to blue-green is reported on selected highpoints of the design on each 
side. Iridescent colors literally dance in the sparkling reflectivity as the coin is 
turned under a light. Uncommonly sharp striking definition further confirms 
this coin’s status as a Proof. For pedigree purposes, a small toning spot is just 
to the left of star 12 in the obverse field. Housed in an early green label PCGS

1796 Draped Bust, Reverse of 1794. PCGS graded VF-35. S-110, B-16, 
R.2. Easily identifiable as the 96 are very close and connected at the center 
by a tiny crack. A small die dot is above the 6, and LI are noticeably recut. A 
small lump is under the E of UNITED, a double leaf is under the second S$ 
of STATES, and the right stem points directly to the right stand of the A. 
This is the most common die marriage of all 1796 Draped Bust large cents, 
an ideal choice for type collectors. All 1796 Draped Bust cents are scarce with 
smooth surfaces, as most are pitted or corroded. The present example is a 
later die state with obverse and reverse die cracks, but not the terminal state 
of the variety. Deep steel-brown surfaces with darker accents and an overall

1796 Draped Bust, Reverse of 1797. PCGS graded MS-62 Brown. S-119, 
B-40, R.3. Die State II. Identifiable as the 6 is lost in the bust, the date is the 
most compact in the series. A die crack extends from the rim at 8 o'clock 
down past the lowest hair curl, under 17 to the rim. On the reverse, a dou- 
ble leaf is under the final S of STATES and an outside berry is under the 
stand of the E in UNITED. 





This coin was probably one of the Nichols Hoard. An accumulation of 1796 
and 1797 large cents, all Mint State, including 1796 S-119, 1797 S-123, and 
1797 S-135 were supposedly purchased by Benjamin Goodhue of Salem, 
Massachusetts, directly from the Mint. He passed his hoard to his daughters, 
and the coins were eventually acquired by David Nichols of Gallows Hill, 
Massachusetts, in 1859. 


This coin possesses the so-called “golden biscuit” look with light tan-brown 
surfaces overall. Minor striking weakness is detected on the highpoints of the 
design, particularly the leaves of the wreath. There are no mentionable marks 
or spots that can be used as identifiers. A simply delightful example for the 
advanced early copper collector. (#1407)

Lovely chocolate-brown surfaces with excellent eye appeal. An intermediate 
die state with minor reverse die cracks but no rim breaks. (#1476) 


HIGH GRADE 1803 NO STEMS LARGE CENT - S-243 
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1803 No Stems. PCGS graded AU-58. S-243, B-1, R.2. In Early American 
Cents, Dr. Sheldon had some interesting comments regarding the emission 
sequence of 1803 No Stems cents: “In this marriage, the reverse is always 
found without the cracks noted for the 1802 marriage, demonstrating, as 
Newcomb points out, that this particular 1803 cent must have been struck 
before some of the 1802 cents were struck. The same thing is encountered 
four or five times among the early cents, and probably indicates that when a 
number of dies were still in good condition and not worn out, the transition 
from one date to the next was sometimes accomplished more or less gradu- 
ally, with occasional returning to a die of the earlier date, perhaps in order to 
‘use it up.’ They had to be thrifty at the Mint, especially with Congress in ses- 
sion almost next door, and many a Congressman looking for something to 


‘correct.”” 


The obverse has a narrow rim break above and to the right of TY, but this is 
barely visible due to poor centering. The surfaces are very smooth with light 
golden-brown color on each side. A few tiny handling marks are discerned 
with magnification, one on Liberty's bust is noted for pedigree purposes.

Final S of STATES 
is distant from the leaf. One of the most famous of all middle date cents, a 
partially red specimen of this semi-key date that was likely interred in a 
Boston cornerstone until its discovery and sale in 1981. The find that likely 
produced this cent has gone down as the stuff of numismatic legend, incor- 
porating both a story of found treasure and an insider's story of a famed auc- 
tion. About 1981, a building in Boston was renovated or razed, revealing a 
cornerstone from its initial construction in 1821. Within the cornerstone 
were no less than seven cents, placed inside when they were brand new and 
preserved ever since. All seven were sold in a 1981 New England Rare Coin 
Galleries sale, each graded Mint State and aside from some spotting, retain- 
ing abundant mint color. As noted in Bowers’ American Coin Treasures and 
Hoards, where the Boston Cornerstone Find is described, “adding to their 
appeal was the appreciation of the 1821 cent as the second scarcest of the late 


date large cents.” 


Rich ember-red mint color, barely faded in the fields but still rich with luster 
and somewhat reflective as the coin is turned under a light. Scattered tiny 
spots and some muting of color is seen that is responsible for the RB desig- 
nation. The strike is excellent and showing generous detail on both sides.

1829. PCGS graded Proof 65 Brown Bronzed. N-6, Low R.7 as a Proof. Most 1829 Proof large cents were bronzed at the Mint. Breen gives us an explanation 
about this technique which involves coating a new planchet or an already struck example with bronzing powder and subsequently baking it. This technique was 
used mostly on 19th century Mint medals, although some Proof patterns, half cents, and cents were also bronzed. The present example has obviously been treat- 
ed with this “bronzing” process. The surfaces impart a rich reddish hue which is quite even overall with no mentionable streaking or spotting. The strike is razor- 
sharp, save for stars 6 to 9, consistent with the Breen’s comment that “all proofs have the top four stars weak.” Star 8 is repunched, which helps identify the N-6 
variety. The dies are rotated counterclockwise approximately 30 degrees, another factor often seen on this 1829 Proof issue. The fields are nicely mirrored. The 
proof 1829 large cent is a formidable large cent rarity, and would be the focal point of an advanced collection of large cents.

Q. David Bowers in A Guide Book of Shield and Liberty Head Nickels. Exam- 
ples of this date and mint were struck in a four day period in December 
1912, and distributed with some fanfare. Today, examples are elusive, and 
only a few thousand remain from the low production of 238,000 pieces. 


The present piece has satiny luster on both sides. There is some lightness of 
striking at the very highest point of Liberty’s hair and the right obverse stars, 
scarcely noticeable except to specialists, but being the hallmark of the 1912- 
S nickel - enabling the specialist to identify it as a San Francisco issue by sim- 
ply looking at the obverse. Both sides are richly toned in medium gray color 
with subtle accents of blue and gold as the coin is rotated under a light. One 
of the most interesting early 20th-century rarities, in our opinion. (#3875)

MEMORABLE RARE 1797 13 STARS HALF DIME 





1797 13 Stars. PCGS graded XF-40. V-1, LM-4, R.6. As 1797 unfolded, 
the Philadelphia Mint kept adding stars to the obverse die to represent the 
current number of states that had joined the Union. Once Tennessee joined 
in 1797, the number of stars had increased from the original 13 to the new 
total of 16. Obverse dies were getting crowded with stars, so it was decided 
to return to the original number of 13 stars rather than endlessly increase the 
count as more states joined the Union. The other obverse dies used to coin 
half dimes in 1797 employed either 15 or 16 stars. 


A memorable example of this elusive and important Guide Book variety 
which exhibits argent-gray toning with attractive darker accents in selected 
recesses on each side. The surfaces are quite clean for a half dime from this 
period. For identification a thin hairline is noted down Liberty's cheek, 
another on her shoulder of a similar nature. Of the four known die pairings 
used for half dimes in 1797, this combination is by far the rarest and is the 
only one to show 13 obverse stars, making it easily identifiable and needed 
by a great number of collectors. The strike is bold throughout, with portions 
of the eagle’s breast feathers clear and the wings and eye comparatively sharp. 
There are a couple of examples of this variety known in Mint State, and a few 
more that qualify in grades of About Uncirculated, but precious few indeed. 
The present coin is probably within the top 10 known of perhaps 25 in all

A conditionally scarce early 
half dime, one of just 27,760 pieces struck. This one is extremely desirable 
due to the unusually high grade of this coin.

Some underlying mint luster is visible under a moderate coating of deep 
gray-green and pastel-golden color. As an identifier, a possible planchet void 
is seen at 9 o'clock on the obverse rim. An area of black color surrounds the 
void and was probably an impurity in the planchet before the coin was 
struck.

1805. PCGS graded AU-55. V-1, LM-1, R.4. The only known die pairing. This is an elusive date with perhaps 100 to 150 survivors. The majority of those are 
in low grades, or are damaged, or both, and the opportunity to purchase a high quality example becomes an important event. Very few of these early half dimes 
come to market, regardless of grade. 

Like virtually every known example of this variety, the drapery and bust of Liberty is somewhat weak although better struck than most. After examining many 
1805 half dimes, we seem to always find characteristic weakness at the upper right quadrant of the reverse, some more severe than others. This is probably the 
result of a deeply engraved bust on Liberty, an area which is always poorly defined on this issue. As a bonus, however, only minor weakness is seen on the final 
cloud; OF and the eagle’s wing are quite sharp. 

The surfaces exhibit some iridescent green-gold and magenta color over the obverse in a slightly mottled fashion, the reverse is a medium gray color with visible 
iridescence as the coin turns under a light. The dies have rotated about 15 degrees counterclockwise. The 1805 half dime is a very rare issue, particularly so when

Some scattered light marks are present, none of them overbearing or liable to draw the viewer's immediate attention with- 
out benefit of magnification. Regarding dimes of 1800, the John Reich reference notes that they are “much scarcer than is generally realized. In fact, as a date, its 
frequency of appearance at public auction has been less than any date of the 1796-1837 period, except 1804.”

1804 13 Stars. PCGS graded XF-45. JR-1, R.5. The coinage of 1804 is highly coveted. Many rarities are known from this particular year and collectors of many 
series have given the date 1804 the respect it deserves. The half cents of 1804 are readily obtainable; after that denomination, coins from the United States are 
considerably more difficult to find. Many series were not coined at all in 1804 but those that were are memorable indeed. The large cent, dime, quarter, and eagle 
are all obtainable for a price, and of course the most famous coin of American numismatics is the 1804 silver dollar. The mystique surrounding the striking of 
the “1804” dollar in later years is well known and researched, but the attention generated by the 1804 silver dollar's popularity has only increased demand for 
other 1804 coins. The 1804 dime offered here is a prime example. While always commanding a premium as a better date, this rarity has become better under- 
stood in the past decade, and the premium over more available dates of early dimes has grown dramatically and will likely continue to do so. 


Two die pairings were used to coin 1804 dimes; one with 14 stars on the reverse, the other with 13 stars. Both are considered equally difficult in terms of rarity. 
This is a beautifully toned coin that displays rich russet gold in the fields mixed with gray and blue from edge to center, evenly matched and balanced on both 
sides. Apparently stored in a coin album for many years, this type of toning is highly desirable when found and attests to the originality of the surfaces. Close 
examination discovers minor signs of handling and circulation, but no adjustment marks. The strike is sharp at the centers, but softer on the peripheral obverse 
stars on the right, a diagnostic feature of the variety. For identification purposes, a tiny mark is found below the T of LIBERTY. A number of smaller abrasions 
have collected in the right obverse field. Obtaining an example of this date in any grade has become a considerable challenge in recent years and collectors eager- 
ly seek out examples in grades of Fine or Very Fine. To secure an 1804 dime in Choice Extremely Fine is truly the hallmark of a great collection, and few collec- 
tors will be able to achieve this goal as so few examples are known in this lofty grade.

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1831. PCGS graded Proof 66. JR-2, R.7 as a Proof. The second T in STATES is perfectly centered over the I in PLURIBUS, and the 8 in the date is centered 
between a pair of denticles. Early United States Dimes, published in 1984 by the John Reich Collectors Society stated that JR-2 “At least three proofs have been 
seen from this pair of dies.” It goes on to state that proofs are also known from the JR-4 marriage. In the 1992 Stack’s auction of the legendary Floyd T. Starr col- 
lection, the cataloger noted for lot 356, “fewer than 10 Proofs are believed to survive. Missing from the Bareford, Hawn, and Garrett sales.” It is interesting to 


note the Eliasberg collection also lacked a Proof 1831 dime. 


This is simply a wonderful Proof example that exhibits full definition on all devices on the obverse and reverse. The denticles and edges are sharply squared off, 
unlike on business strikes, which tend to show a slope between the denticle edge and the field. The deeply reflective fields exhibit a somewhat mottled toning 
scheme consisting of rich blue-green, and golden-russet hues that are slightly deeper over the obverse. The result is a completely original appearance. Even when 
examined with high magnification, we fail to find any hairlines, contact marks, or spots. This wonderful survivor certainly ranks among the finest known. Pop-

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1846. PCGS graded AU-55. Essentially untoned with a hint of pale golden color near the peripheries. Nearly all of the original mint luster still survives, and 
the strike is sharp in most particulars including the divisions in the stars. A number of small handling marks are seen in the fields on each side. The 1846 has the 
lowest mintage of any issue in the Liberty Seated dime series struck prior to the Civil War era, and very few examples grading AU or better have survived. 


PCGS has certified examples as AUS5 on just four occasions, with four finer; NGC has certified none at the AUS55 level and three at the AUS8 plateau with none 
finer. This represents a maximum of just 11 different specimens certified as AUSS or finer over a period of more than 20 years by both certification services com- 


bined, and it’s always possible that some examples were certified more than once. An important opportunity for the specialist. Once this piece crosses the Supe-

Determining accu- 
rate pricing for AU specimens is difficult since few examples are ever sold.” Serious Liberty Seated dime collectors take heed, for one of those “few examples” in 
Choice AU is about to cross the auction block.

1860-O. PCGS graded AU-50. Traces of underlying luster support a layering of argent-gray color with hints of lilac as the coin rotates under a light. One of the 
most popular and best known key dates in the series, a New Orleans Mint issue that saw a mintage of just 40,000 pieces. As with virtually all San Francisco Mint 
issues of the era, the coinage press-to-circulation pattern holds true for the issues of New Orleans as well. One can only imagine how quickly the $4,000 face 


value of dimes struck at our southernmost mint was gobbled up by the channels of commerce. 


Some lightness of strike is seen within certain design elements, not an unusual occurrence for this date. Indeed, all things considered, the present coin is proba- 
bly sharper in detail than the vast majority of survivors from the issue. On the bright side, there are no real marks of consequence seen on either side, save for a 
single tiny abrasion on Liberty's leg. Regarding the absolute rarity of the date in high grades, we note here that PCGS has certified just one example in AUSO, as 
here, with just four pieces finer (8/08). No Mint State examples have yet been seen. Gerry Fortin’s website gives us a Low R-6 rating in the XF to AU category.

A of the twenty cent denomination, also called a “double 
isme” had been proposed as early as 1791, and then repro- 
posed in 1806, actually reaching Congress; but the legislators 
correctly realized then — as their successors 70 years later did not 
~ that simultaneously issuing coins of such nearly identical value 
as 20 cents and 25 cents would only lead to confusion. The pro- 
posal did not recur until February 1874 when Sen. John Percival 
Jones, a Republican from Nevada, introduced a bill to authorize 
coinage of silver twenty cent pieces. 


Minor coins (cents and nickels) were not being struck then at 
any branch mint, and only small quantities of dimes and quar- 
ters at Carson City. Half dimes, the bulk of small change in the 
West during the late] 860s and early 1870s began vanishing from 
circulation after the framers of the Mint Act of 1873 abolished 
the denomination. Many survivors simply ended up as jewelry 
pieces. Storekeepers priced many items as 10 cents or 15 cents 
apiece; owing to the lack of half dimes or minor coins, people 
paying with quarters had to accept being shortchanged, receiv- 
ing a “short bit,” (i.e., a dime). Sen. Jones believed, or claimed to 
believe, that mintage of twenty cent coins would solve this prob- 
lem; despite the obvious solution to the problem was the issue of 
cents and nickels at San Francisco — not to be started until 1908 
and 1912, respectively. We suspect that Jones’ hidden agenda 
was to help enrich the owners of western silver mines, who were 
furiously seeking reparations after the Mint Act of 1873 had 
lowered Mint orders for their output by abolishing three cent sil- 
ver pieces (trimes), half dimes, and silver dollars. But, whatever 
the Senator’s real motives, Mint Director Henry R. Linderman 
supported the bill, and other legislators went along with it, large- 
ly as a favor to Sen. Jones. President Grant signed the bill into 
law March 3, 1875. 


In the meantime, Linderman ordered Philadelphia Mint Super- 
intendant James Pollock to begin obtaining designs and submit- 
ting pattern coins for approval for the new denomination. It is 
interesting to note this could have been done without metallic 
samples, for Linderman was a coin collector, and patterns were 


his specialty. 


The first of these bore an extravagantly elaborate Seated Liberty 
design by the French-born sculptor Joseph Alexis Bailly; its 





reverse (large 20 CENTS within a wreath) was probably designed 
by William Barber. Pollock sent Linderman samples on Aug. 7, 
1874, commenting that it too closely resembled the quarter dol- 
lar — in effect ordering him to prepare alternative designs. One of 
these, a bust long known as the “Sailor Head,” (Judd-1392), actu- 
ally portrayed the young Queen Victoria as Liberty! 


Prior to 1916 Treasury policy, however, uniformity of design was 
always favored within a series of coins of a single metal. When 
the design was finally approved by Linderman in April 12, 1875, 
that proved to be the most (confusingly) similar to the current 
circulating quarter dollar of all the candidates. The prototype 
copied Barber’s eagle from the Trade dollar, and his low-relief 
copy of the old Sully-Gobrecht-Hughes design, then common to 
current silver coins. As a favor to the illiterate, the coins had a 
plain edge. On April 15, Pollock proposed to improve the design 
by enlarging the word LIBERTY and placing it in relief on the 
shield scroll, rather than incuse as on all other silver coins. This 
change made these letters in the area of the coin to wear most 


quickly to illegibility. 


Public confusion between them and quarter dollars was imme- 
diate and universal, and the new coins were extremely unpopu- 
lar. They had no effect on the “short bit” problem as overcharg- 
ing continued without hindrance as could be expected. A bill to 
repeal the Mint’s authority to manufacture these coins was intro- 
duced in July 1876, finally becoming law May 2, 1878 for 
recoinage into other denominations. Twenty cent pieces were 
struck for circulation in 1875 and 1876 at three mints: Philadel- 
phia, San Francisco (1875 only), and Carson City; and for proof 
sets 1875 to 1878 inclusive, also at the Philadelphia Mint. It is 
believed that about 12 branch mint Proofs were struck in 1875 


at San Francisco. 


One of America’s most important rarities was spawned from this 
short-lived series, the 1876-CC twenty cent piece of which 
somewhere between 12 and 20 specimens are believed known in 
existence today. Although 10,000 pieces were reported to have 
been struck in 1876 at Carson City, most of that mintage was 
subsequently melted sometime after March, 1877. We are 
pleased to offer an example of this classic American rarity in 
our September 2008 Pre-Long Beach Elite Auction.

EXTREMELY RARE 1876-CC TWENTY CENT PIECI 





1876-CC. PCGS graded MS-62. Carson City Mint records state that 10,000 pieces were coined for general circulation, although demand for this unpopular denomina- 
tion was anything but brisk. It was our Centennial year, and most of the coinage produced in 1876 shows special care in preparation, although the blundered (die dou- 
bled) obverse here shows a decided lack of attention to detail. The public rejection of the new twenty cent piece was immediate and unrelenting, thus on May 19, 1877, 
Mint Director Henry Linderman instructed the Carson City Mint Superintendent James Crawford, “You are hereby authorized and directed to melt all 20-cent pieces you 
have on hand, and you will debit ‘Silver Profit Fund’ with any loss thereon.” This amounted to 12,359 coins dated 1875 and 1876 - the amount on hand March 1, 1877. 
Very few 1876-CC pieces escaped this fate and this particular issue became an instant rarity as virtually the entire mintage was lost. Of course, collecting coins by mint- 
marks was many years away and few collectors paid any attention to obtaining more than a single example from a given year of any particular denomination. 


The 1876-CC twenty cent piece is one of the great American numismatic classics and is a coin that puts any collection on the map - each offering becomes an important 
numismatic event. The 1876-CC twenty cent piece earned place as number 16 in The 100 Greatest U. S. Coins by Jeff Garrett and Ron Guth, placing it among some rar- 
ified company; it is arguably one of the most sought-after American coins. 


It is believed somewhere between 12 and 20 survivors still remain, most in Uncirculated condition, although at least two circulated pieces are known as listed in Breen’s 
reference. A current examination of coins graded by both services indicates 14 pieces at PCGS, 6 at NGC, all in varying Mint State grades (7/08). It interesting to note a 
small group of 5-8 pieces was discovered in Maryland in the late 1950s by Tom Warfield of the Mason-Dixon Coin Exchange. 


Satiny mint luster is spread across the fields, coupled with notable frost on the devices. The color is satiny silver-white with blushes of rich antique-gold intermixed, par- 
ticularly at the border areas, with an original appearance that any numismatist will appreciate. Studying the obverse is a numismatic feast. When hubbing the obverse die, 
a substantial shift occurred between blows from the master hub, creating dramatic die doubling known on all examples of this rarity and best seen on the stars and shield 
where LIBERTY is extremely boldly doubled. Furthermore, the date is repunched with the tops of the 87 seen just emerging from the dentils below the final numbers. 
Extensive mint-made die file lines are raised in the field (filed into the original die to clean the fields). Normally these file lines are polished out prior to coinage. In addi- 
tion, the obverse shows some unusual roughness on Liberty's dress as though the die was rusted, potentially further evidence of the coiner’s attempt to mitigate the bold 
doubling on the obverse. This example displays exceptional striking characteristics; the stars, Liberty's head, the eagle’s head, the wings, breast and talons are fully rendered 
by the impact of the dies. A recently offered MS64 example failed to show as strong a strike as does this piece. 


The surfaces are quite pleasing for the assigned grade. For identification there is a thin abrasion extending from Liberty's left (facing) arm nearly to star 4. A couple of incon- 
sequential ticks are also in the left obverse field midway between star 3 and Liberty's lower arm, and a tiny pin prick is midway between the eagle's lower beak and the upper 
right wing tip.

Most survivors are 
now well worn or damaged in some way. Larry Briggs has written “Scarce in 
all grades up to VF; XF very scarce, AU rare and Uncirculated very rare.

This is a mostly brilliant piece with a good strike although some minor 
incompleteness is noted on the highest points of the devices on each side. 
The surfaces are unusually free of any mentionable marks or distractions, and 
only the slightest amount of pale golden and sky-blue colors can be discerned 
as the coin turns under a light.

A medium golden-gray example with soft 
underlying luster and no marks worthy of mention. A decidedly pleasing 
example of the king of Carson City dollars, the most important key date 
Morgan dollar from that mint. While not the lowest-mintage Carson City 
Morgan dollar - those kudos go to the 1885-CC issue - the 1889-CC Mor- 
gan dollar was never held back in bag quantities the way many other dates 
from their issuing mints were retained by the Treasury and later dispersed in 
the early 1960s. Essentially the entire 1889-CC mintage was sent to the 
channels of commerce and the small number of specimens surviving in Mint — 
State grades are more a matter of chance than design. Nice AU coins, such as 
the offered specimen, need no hype or pumping of the facts, they only need 
to be seen to be appreciated and actively sought in the auction arena.

1889-CC. ANACS graded Details of XF-40 Cleaned. This coin exhibits 
some gentle cleaning and some small marks and abrasions.

1890-CC. NGC graded MS-63 Deep Prooflike. Deeply reflective mirrored 
surfaces contrast beautifully with the frosty reliefs. A few small marks and 
abrasions are reported in the fields. Still, a great look overall. (#97199) 


1890-O. PCGS graded MS-63. Frosty, somewhat subdued luster with 
mostly pearl-gray surfaces and a hint of patina on the reverse. Striking soft- 
ness is noted above Liberty's ear and on the eagle's breast, characteristic of the 
issue. (#7200) 


1891-CC. ANACS graded AU-58. VAM-3, Top 100 Variety. Spitting Eagle. 
A lightly circulated example of this popular die variety from the prized Car-

1892. NGC graded MS-63 Deep Mirror Prooflike. Sparkling, mirror-like 
fields and contrasting devices. Lightly toned with a number of small grade- 
limiting marks. (#97213)

CHOICE AU 1892-S MORGAN DOLLAR 
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1892-S. NGC graded AU-55. Bright and satiny with just a hint of cham- 
pagne color. The strike is typical with a touch of softness noted above Liber- 
tys ear and on the eagle's chest. Despite a fairly generous mintage of 
1,200,000 pieces, survivors are predominantly encountered in the VF to XF 
grade range, and are quite rare finer. Presumably this date was hit hard by the 
great meltings of Morgan dollars that occurred circa 1918 pursuant to the 
provisions of the Pittman Act which resulted in the reclamation of more than 
270,000,000 silver dollars into bullion. The 1892-S ranks as one of the most 
desirable Morgan issues in AU and higher grades. Evidently this issue was 
missing from the Treasury Department distribution of the 1950s and 1960s; 
indeed the number of truly Uncirculated pieces known is probably less than 


150. (#7218) 


1892-S. ANACS graded Details of XF-40 Whizzed. Despite the whizzing, 
all of the detail is there. Although 1.2 million pieces were minted, most 
examples encountered today are VF to XE. The great meltings of Morgan dol- 
lars that occurred circa 1918 pursuant to the provisions of the Pittman Act 
must have claimed many Uncirculated survivors, as the number of truly 
Uncirculated pieces known today is probably fewer than 150. (#7218) 
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1893-CC. ANACS graded Details of XF-40 Whizzed. Although harshly 
whizzed at one time, this example remains a well detailed representative of 
this final Carson City emission. (#7222) 


CHALLENGING 1893-O MORGAN DOLLAR 





1893-O. ANACS graded AU-58. At first glance, this coin seems to have the 
appearance of an Uncirculated example and retains almost all of its original 
mint luster. Some natural toning has accumulated at the rims on each side. 
A scarce issue in all grades, and finding one this close to Mint State is always 
a challenge. (#7224)

290 1894, ANACS graded Details of AU-55 Cleaned. Slightly subdued silver

SUPERB GEM PROOF 1895 MORGAN DOLLA! 





1895. NGC graded Proof 67. Ex: Richmond Collection. In terms of both reported mintage and known numbers of survivors, the 1895 is beyond argument the 
rarest Morgan dollar date. Philadelphia Mint records show that 880 Proofs were struck, and allegedly 12,000 business strikes that collectors have sought for 113 
years. Q. David Bowers’ research indicates that no business strike examples were known to collectors in 1895 and none have surfaced at any time since. With 
regard to the 1895, research by Henry Hettger in the National Archives was acknowledged in part of the equation. The handful of supposed Uncirculated pieces 
have all turned out to be counterfeit or altered examples of other dates, or Proofs that escaped into circulation. Beyond reasonable doubt, the reported business 
strikes never existed. Collectors seeking this essential date have no option but Proofs, either impaired examples or coins of a quality approaching the present exam- 


ple. Certainly, this has the potential of being the centerpiece to a superb collection of Morgan dollars. 


Even the most casual glance shows the observer that Liberty's features are diamond-sharp, and the eagle displays feathers of incredible clarity. The leaves, stars and 
lettering are of equally outstanding quality, and all appear to be floating serenely on deep liquid-glass fields of icy perfection. The toning is beautiful, with waves 
of peach, olive-gold, rose, and electric-blue color dominating all but the obverse center, which remains nearly brilliant. Here is George T. Morgan's design in its 
ultimate state, showing his best-known work at its unquestioned finest. NGC has certified 12 coins as Superb Proof 67, but it is possible to wonder how many 
other examples exist that exhibit this degree of perfection. Certainly, there cannot be many. (#7330) Ex: From the Collection of Ray Comet.

INTERESTING SELECT “ZERBE” PROOF 
1921 MORGAN DOLLAR 
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1921 Zerbe. PCGS graded Proof 63. The production of so-called “Zerbe” 
Proof Morgan dollars is quite clouded in mystery as there were no official 
mint records of their production. No one knows how many were produced, 
and numismatists differ as to whether they were actually Proofs (coins made 
with special dies and struck with multiple blows of the coining press), or 
prooflike business strikes created with polished dies and a single stroke of the 
press. 


This specimen exhibits lightly lustrous surfaces with modestly frosted motifs 
and somewhat reflective fields. Pale champagne hues gather on both sides with 
some purple color on the reverse. Virtually unmarked and an exemplary spec- 
imen for the assigned grade. Housed in an early PCGS green label holder.

1921. PCGS graded MS-65. The lustrous surfaces exhibit a satiny appear- 
ance with a moderate amount of natural patina gained from many years of 
careful storage.

Bright yellow-gold color is highlighted 
with subtle orange hues as the coin turns under a light, and there are no men- 


tionable identifiers on either side. 


The production of Proof gold dollars climbed to 1,006 pieces in 1884 from 
only 207 coins the previous year. Although this mintage figure might suggest 
the 1884 is an easily obtainable issue, this is not necessarily true. In fact, it is 
now thought no more than 50 examples of this date are extant, the majority 
of which grade well below the Proof 65 level. This is a sharp Gem specimen 
that would easily qualify for the finest collector's cabinet. (#7634)

CLASSIC 1797 CAPPED BUST QUARTER EAGLE - AU53 





1797. PCGS graded AU-53. BD-1, Breen-6115, Bass-3004, R.6. The only known die pairing. Deep yellow-gold with an essentially brilliant, untoned appear- 
ance. Many tiny scattered contact points on the obverse, a bit of luster remains, perhaps a bit sharper than the grade suggests with nice bold detail throughout. 
A few marks are noted in the right obverse field, but none of these are individually noteworthy. A very rare issue, the 1797 quarter eagle stands as one of the most 
challenging of this type, a design which has very few dates that could be considered common by any standards. PCGS has graded a 1797 quarter eagle a grand 
total of 13 times (not necessarily 13 different coins), which is a lower population than any other date of the design type - even the 1796 With Stars and No Stars 
have higher populations as individual varieties than the 1797 does as a date. Nearly any specimen is avidly sought, and this pleasing circulated example is apt to 
take its place in a fine collection.

ALLURING CHOICE AU 1802 QUARTER EAGLE 





1802. PCGS graded AU-55. BD-2, Breen-6118, Bass-3008, High R.5. Quarter eagles of the early years from 1796 through 1807 furnish a particularly alluring 
collecting opportunity. The basic varieties as listed in A Guide Book of United States Coins are all collectible, although some are quite scarce and rare. These little 


cameo-like coins are very attractive, and a display of them furnishes a pride of ownership. 


We are unsure why the PCGS holder refers to the date as “1802/'1,’” since no 1802 quarter eagles are known overdates. Perhaps this is some occluded reference 
to the BD-2 variety often called “Leaf Free of I,” or simply a mechanical error at PCGS. This rich yellow-golden specimen reveals only a few minor marks in the 
right obverse field, otherwise the overall presentation is entirely satisfying. The fields and design features offer plenty of vibrancy, and the overall strike is clearly 
above the norm for this issue. Of the three known die varieties of this date, the variety offered here is without question the rarest by a wide margin. (#7650)

EXTREMELY RARE 1804 13 STAR REVERSE QUARTER EAGLE 





1804 13 Stars. PCGS graded AU-50. BD-1, Breen-6120, Bass-3010, High R.6. In researching the entire quarter eagle series, we find the 1804 13 Star Reverse 
is generally regarded as the rarest of all dates and types. Breen reported a mintage of 1,003 pieces but this is generally disregarded as outrageously high. Numis- 
matists agree that this variety is much rarer than the 1796 With Stars and the 1797, both of which have mintages of just over 400 pieces. It is an imprecise sci- 
ence to try and predict the actual number of extant specimens as there are only three sources that are commonly referred to: population figures from the two 
major grading services, Walter Breen and David Akers. Unfortunately their research was done years ago and seems quite dated today. Breen estimates nine pieces, 
Akers estimates 10-12 pieces. Current (combined) population numbers reflect a total of seven pieces - three at PCGS, four at NGC. This number is suspect due 
to two competing factors; possible resubmissions, and coins that will never be certified that are permanently impounded in museums or institutions such as the 


ANS and ANA. 


In studying the subtle design differences in the Dannreuther/Bass book, Early U.S. Gold Coin Varieties, we find the 13 Star Reverse has the stars arranged in an 
“arc” arrangement, while the 14 Star variety has the stars arranged in the older “cross” pattern. The 14 star reverse die was also used on 1804 dimes, and it is 
believed to be a leftover die from 1798-99 when the cross arrangement was used on dimes, dollars, and half eagles. 


This specimen exhibits a sharp strike overall, in fact, much sharper than often found on early quarter eagles. The surfaces are entirely original with an abundant 
amount of strikingly unusual, but refreshing, mint-green patina around the peripheries and within the recesses of the devices. While the assigned grade of AUSO 
qualifies this as a mid-Condition Census coin, in terms of actual preservation of the coin’s surfaces one might be tempted to grade this piece even higher. Besides 
the remarkable toning, a few identifiers are listed to help ensure the pedigree if this important coin to future collectors: a thin scratch extends vertically in the left 
field from stars 2 through 6, several minor, mint-made adjustment marks are located in the center of the obverse and to the right of the date, and a shorter scratch 
is seen from the lower reverse rim into the bundle of arrows to the viewer's left of the tail feathers. 


Most famous collections have lacked the famous 1804 13 Star quarter eagle. This lot presents an extremely rare opportunity for the early gold specialist to acquire 
one of the rarest U.S. gold coins of any denomination. (#7651)

From a modest 
mintage for the date of just 7,200 pieces, with very few specimens able to 
meet the quality offered here.

1839 Large Letters. PCGS graded MS-60. A lustrous specimen of the sec- 
ond year of the Liberty eagle. The present piece exhibits significantly finer 
striking than typically seen, attractive luster with a somewhat prooflike char- 
acter, and excellent eye appeal. It is a remarkable showing for a coin which, 
when seen, is usually in worn grades. Indeed, the word Walter Breen used to 
describe Mint State specimens was “unobtainable.” The surfaces exhibit a soft 
green-gold finish and there are only a few minor, tiny abrasions visible on the 
obverse. 


The portrait on this, and also the earlier 1838, appears to be tilted slightly 
forward, at least with the bust tip in relation to the neck, not unlike that 
found on copper cents of 1839 through early 1843. Later, the orientation of 
the head was modified, as were its details (particularly the curve of the neck), 
and from late 1839 the new style was employed. 


As a type within a type the 1838 (in particular) and 1839 eagles are fairly 
scarce, and when offered they always attract attention. As noted, most pieces 
are in lower grades, and an MS60 piece (as here), will certainly be worthy fs 
special attention.

On the reverse shield, a hollow “ring” is noted at the top of the second dou- 
ble-line stripe, a fact brought to the notice of collectors in Breen’s Encyclope- 
dia (1988). However, Breen’s comments of 1988 have since been superseded 
by those of Douglas Winter who observed: “it has generally been assumed 
that two varieties exist; one with a normal shield and one with a hollow ring 
on the reverse as on the 1851. I’ve never seen an 1852-O eagle which did not 
have the ring on the reverse, and I’m not certain that a normal reverse exists.”

1858. ANACS graded Details of XF-45 Cleaned. The 1858 eagle is, of 
course, an “old-time” rarity, an issue well recognized as being a key date in 
the series for over a century. In his 1941 Dunham Catalog, B. Max Mehl 
knew of “no more than six specimens” and cited the absence of this issue in 
such important cabinets as Parmalee, Cleneay, Stickney, and Ten Eyck as a 
testament to its abiding rarity. Indeed, in more recent times, while more than 
six specimens are known, the rarity of the 1858 eagle is steadfast and not 
prone to change. Akers estimated a total population of 30 pieces; Breen esti- 
mated that only half that many exist. The finest known by general consensus 
turned up around 1972, reportedly in the pouch it had been housed in since 
1858! That piece, the only Mint State example certified by PCGS, is graded 
MS64 today and is almost 10 points finer than the second best seen by them. 


Slightly subdued green-gold surfaces with a virtual absence of any overly dis- 
tracting marks or abrasions. The obverse stars exhibit the usual softness, but 
overall, the coin is a nicely struck example. Just 2,521 pieces were struck, one 
of the lowest mintages of all No Motto Liberty eagles, and it is estimated that 
perhaps only 2% to 4% of that original figure exist today. As no 1858 eagle 
from any mint can be considered particularly common, the date has long 
been recognized by collectors as a very difficult one. In Mint State, the 1858 
eagle is rightfully regarded as a prized rarity, and few of the known examples 
even approach that state of preservation. Such great collections as that of 
Louis Eliasberg, Sr., and the Norweb family did not include specimens wor- 
thy of the Mint State designation, and the more recent offering of the Harry 
W. Bass Collection included only a single specimen, graded AUS3 by PCGS. 
Thus, the importance of the 1858 eagle offered here cannot be overstated. A

CHOICE AU 1858-0 $10 
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1858-O. NGC graded AU-55. Despite a small mintage of just 20,000 
pieces, the 1858-O remains the most available No Motto Eagle from New 
Orleans. A 19th century gold coin hoard discovered in Jackson, Tennessee in 
1985 has provided a number of previously unknown pieces to the collecting 
public. Extremely well detailed with only light wear across the highpoints, 
this green-gold example retains ample remnants of original luster. (#8626)

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1859. ANACS graded Details of AU-55 Cleaned. There is only modest 
wear on the highpoints, and the surfaces are generally free of mentionable 
abrasions although evidence of a one-time cleaning is evident.

Few survive in high grades, and most show evidence of clean- 
ing or other enhancement from the past as seen here. Few of these cross the 
auction block in any given year. (#8630) Ex: The Seaview Collection.

1860. NGC graded AU-53. This issue has a small mintage of only 15,105 
pieces, and most of the survivors are concentrated at the XF level and below. 
This is a pleasing coin for the grade with a deep copper-gold appearance and 
bold overall definition. Minimally abraded, quite unusual for a circulated 
gold coin of this large size. (#8631) Ex: The Seaview Collection. 
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1860-O. NGC graded AU-50. 1860 marks the final date for New Orleans 
minted eagles prior to the Civil War, with a production of just 11,100 pieces. 
High grade specimens are challenging to find with the average grade encoun- 
tered being VF or so. This coin has noticeable wear to the highpoints, as is 
reflected in its assigned grade, but no mentionable weakness of strike. The 
surfaces are quite clean with minimal contact marks. (#98631) Ex: The Seav- 
iew Collection.

Survivors from that production run tend to be just VF or 
so, with an occasional XF available. As Breen noted in his Encyclopedia, this 
date is considered to be “prohibitively rare in AU.” A very pleasing example 
for the assigned grade. (#8635) Ex: The Seaview Collection. 


ELUSIVE HIGH GRADE 1864 LIBERTY TEN DOLLAR 





1864. NGC graded AU-53. Soft olive-gold with subtle highlights at the 
dentils and in the protected regions. A blush of underlying luster and some 
prooflike reflectivity are both present, and the eye appeal overall is strong 
despite a smattering of small marks. Nicely struck, with all the details not 
immediately affected by wear appearing sharp and crisp. From a circulation 
strike production run of just 3,530 pieces, of which it has been estimated that 
perhaps fewer than 50 examples may still survive. If such is so, the present 
coin ranks high above many of the other surviving pieces where grade is con- 
cerned. In fact, only eight examples have received finer grades from NGC, 
none of those above MS61. The present coin is a pleasing specimen of this 
rare date, one where both actual rarity and condition rarity play an integral 
part - here they come together for your bidding pleasure. NGC Census: 2 in 
53, 8 finer (8/08). (#8639) Ex: The Seaview Collection.

Fairly well struck and nearly mark-free. The mintage of the 1866-S ten dol- 
lar Without Motto is listed in the Guide Book as 8,500 pieces, in comparison 
to 11,500 pieces for the With Motto variety as here. Actually, the precise 
mintage figures are not known, but this is an estimate based upon produc- 
tion runs.

1868-S. ANACS graded XF-45. Rich straw-gold surfaces with hints of 
olive-green as the coin is turned under a light. Typically struck for the date, 
with just a hint of striking weakness on the reverse at the eagle’s neck. A rare 
date in all grades with just 13,500 pieces struck, virtually all of which saw 
immediate duty in commercial venues on the West Coast.

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VERY SCARCE HIGH GRADE 1869 TEN DOLLAR 
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1869. NGC graded AU-53. Ex: Browning Collection. The 1869 ten dollar 
coin sports a low mintage of just 1,830 business strikes and 25 Proofs. Like 
many of the other low mintage ten dollar gold coins in this sale, the 1869 
eagle was not saved. Between the two major grading services, only three 
pieces have been certified as Mint State. The present lightly circulated exam- 
ple displays traces of semi-prooflike luster, and a couple of inconsequential 
marks on the obverse. Well defined and quite appealing with deep antique- 
golden color overall. (#8655) Ex: The Seaview Collection. 


CONDITIONALLY RARE 1870-S TEN DOLLAR 





1870-S. PCGS graded AU-55. A tiny, microscopic S mintmark is centered 
over the left upright of N of TEN. This was probably due to a punch for a 
quarter eagle being used. Apparently just one die combination was used to 
produce 8,000 coins. Interestingly enough, Breen’s Complete Encyclopedia 
lists a mintage of 9,000 coins. Despite the correct figure, few examples have 
survived in any grade, and as a Choice AU piece, the ‘70-S ten becomes a 
conditional rarity. This is a nicely detailed example with rich golden-tan color 
and superior surfaces to those often seen on this issue. Survival of a coin such 
as this is mostly a matter of chance as most entered circulation immediately 
after they were struck, and remained there. Population: 3 in 55, 3 finer

ELUSIVE 1871-S LIBERTY EAGLE 





1871-S. NGC graded XF-40. Soft green-gold with traces of luster and 
nuances of pale orange at selected areas. Sharply struck, with a few scattered 
marks noted for accuracy. Tiny blemishes aside, we are confronted with a 
delightful example of the date and grade combination. While 16,500 exam- 
ples were produced, virtually that entire mintage went immediately into com- 
merce, the end result being that many of today’s survivors from that mintage 
are VF, and frequently found in lesser grades. NGC has not certified an exam- 
ple of the date above AU58, a statement that bears testimony to the absolute 
rarity of this issue in high grades. (#8662) Ex: The Seaview Collection.

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1872. NGC graded AU-55. Warm honey-gold with subtle green and orange 
highlights with some remaining mint luster in the protected areas. A promi- 
nent rarity among Liberty eagles, one of just 1,620 circulation strikes pro- 
duced. Of those, probably just two or three dozen examples can be account- 
ed for today in all grades. We can confidently state that there will not be a 
parade of 1872 eagles in the marketplace at any time soon, indeed, we would 
be surprised to see even a trickle of examples of the date. We suggest you 
form a strong bidding strategy in order to add this greatly desired rarity to 
your Liberty eagle collection.

1873. NGC graded XF-45. The 1873 eagle is another of several Philadel- 
phia Mint issues from the 1870s with very low mintages.

Numis- 
matists of the era focused on other non-contemporary specialties, and 
ignored most production coinage of the time, thus few 1873 eagles survived 
in any grade.

Although Walter Breen describes the issue as “usually weakly 
struck,” the devices appear to us to be quite sharp for the grade. Only 12,000 
examples were minted, and survivors are very scarce. (#8668) Ex: The Seav- 
iew Collection. 


1874. NGC graded AU-55. Mostly brilliant surfaces with wisps of saffron at 
the borders. Most design features are sharp save for a touch of softness at 
some of the obverse stars. (#8669) Ex: The Seaview Collection. 


COLLECTIBLE MID-GRADE 1874-CC EAGLE 





1874-CC. NGC graded VF-30. Traces of luster are present at certain border 
areas. Typical wear for the assigned grade is noted over each side, and a cou- 
ple of small marks are noted in the left reverse field and on the shield. 
Although the 1874-CC is the most available Carson City Eagle from the 
decade, it remains an elusive, highly collected issue even in mid-circulated 
grades. (#8670) Ex: The Seaview Collection.

1874-S. ANACS graded Details of AU-53 Cleaned. Somewhat muted (due 
to the cleaning) yellow-gold surfaces with darker accents in the protected 
areas. Typically struck, and with only a few faint marks testifying to its brief 
stay in circulation. One of only 10,000 examples produced, and another San 
Francisco Mint issue for which the typical grade available today is apt to be 
just VF or so, when found at all. Breen’s Encyclopedia called this date “pro- 
hibitively rare above VF,” a notion that still holds true today.

1874-S. PCGS graded VF-30. A well detailed piece showing normal wear 
for the assigned grade. Each side exhibits a dusky tan-golden appearance and 
there are no singularly mentionable marks.

HIGHLY ELUSIVE 1875-CC TEN DOLLAR - XF45 DETAILS 
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1875-CC. ANACS graded Details of XF-45 Cleaned. Deep antique-gold 
surfaces display usual wear for this grade, however, the surfaces are somewhat 
muted from the stated cleaning. The 1875-CC is a key issue in any and all 
grades. At the time, most depositors of gold requested double eagles, with the 
result that half eagles and eagles were produced in lower quantities. Only 
7,715 pieces were struck with no attention being paid to saving them for col- 
lecting purposes. Not even the Mint Cabinet desired branch mint issues. It 
was not until the 1930s, when gold coins were called in by the government, 
that the $5, $10, and $20 denominations became popular with numisma- 
tists. Many collectors scrambled to put together sets, Floyd Starr and Louis 
E. Eliasberg being two particularly notable figures. By that time, most early 
Carson City gold issues could be found only in well worn grades. (#8673)

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VERY RARE HIGH GRADE 1876 LIBERTY EAGLE 
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1876. PCGS graded AU-5O. Partially lustrous antique-gold color with pink 
overtones and a touch of prooflike reflectivity surrounding the devices on 
each side. The 1876 is a classic rarity in the eagle series, one of just 687 exam- 
ples struck for general circulation along with a small Proof mintage of only 
45 pieces. A few scattered marks are seen, with a single lateral abrasion in the 
left obverse field near star 2. Numismatists generally agree that less than 10% 
of the original circulation strike mintage for the date can be accounted for 
today, and the typical survivor from the mintage is just VF or so. At AU, the 
date becomes rarer yet. For the record, neither service has certified a Mint 
State example of this date! The mintage of the 1876 eagle is second only to 
that of the legendary 1875 eagle in terms of rarity, with the 1875 mintage 
just 100 pieces. Indeed, the only other dates within the entire denomination 
(1795 to 1933) with smaller listed mintage figures are the 1907 Indian eagles 
with the Wire Rim and Rounded Rim, With Periods styles. A superior 
opportunity awaits you here.

IMPORTANT HIGH GRADE 1876-CC LIBERTY TEN 





1876-CC. PCGS graded XF-40. Rich antique-gold surfaces with hints of 
green and orange as the coin turns under a light. Traces of luster remain in 
the recesses on both sides, A key date rarity in the eagle series, especially 
among issues from the Carson City Mint. Just 4,696 examples were struck, 
and of those perhaps far fewer than 100 examples exist today in all grades. 
Yet another date that Walter Breen claimed was “extremely rare above VF.” 
While a handful of examples have been called XF40 or finer by PCGS, that 
firm has not certified a single Mint State example. An important offering for 
eagle specialists and Carson City Mint aficionados alike.

1877. NGC graded AU-58. Only 797 business strike eagles were coined at 
Philadelphia in 1877. Virtually no examples are believed to have been set 
aside for numismatic purposes, as it was simpler and easier to buy a Proof. 
When circulation strikes began to be studied intensely by scholars, it was 
learned that few high-grade pieces exist. Today the present coin is in the Con- 
dition Census, with just one graded finer by NGC. 


Deep antique-golden color overall provides a fully original, untampered-with 
appearance. There are no marks of note and only light wear shows on the 
highpoints. A very desirable example that will create a lot of interest as it 
crosses the block.

HIGHLY ELUSIVE 1877-CC TEN DOLLAR 
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1877-CC. ANACS graded Details of XF-45 Cleaned. Medium yellow- 
gold. Quite attractive overall, despite its having been lightly cleaned in the 
past. The present piece displays some hairlines in the fields, most prominent 
on the obverse. 


In terms of rarity, the mintage of 3,332 pieces is indeed tiny, and this is the 
second rarest Carson City eagle of the decade behind the 1879-CC. To date, 
no Mint State coins have been certified, and a single AU58 is reported at 
both PCGS and NGC, neither of which (or possibly the same specimen) has 
crossed the auction block according to the recent Encyclopedia of United 
States Gold Coins 1795-1933 by Jeff Garrett and Ron Guth. The existing auc- 


tion record is still held by the Harry Bass AUSS (PCGS) coin sold in 2000 
for $41,400. 


Doug Winter comments: “The 1877-CC is the most underrated Carson City 
eagle from the 1870s. There are only 55-65 pieces known from the original 
mintage of 3,332 and it is ranked as being tied for fourth rarest of nineteen 
issues produced. There are fewer than ten known in AU and the only piece 


that is felt to be Uncirculated by today’s standards (ex: Paramount 2/74: 689) 
has not been seen.” 


Although not a Condition Census coin, this highly elusive example will gen- 
erate much excitement as it crosses the auction block. (#8678) Ex: The Seav- 
iew Collection. 


1877-S. ANACS graded Details of XF-45 Scratched. A lateral scratch 
bisects most of the reverse across the eagle and shield.

1878. NGC graded MS-60. A very lustrous coin that is devoid of any major 
contact marks. Attractive golden toning over well struck surfaces. A difficult 
date in Mint State as most was used in normal commerce which created great 
wear and tear on these large gold coins. (#8680) Ex: The Seaview Collection. 


1878. ANACS graded AU-55. Medium honey-gold with a generous amount 
of remaining luster and some faint abrasions on either side. (#8680) Ex: The 
Seaview Collection. 


1879. PCGS graded MS-61. Although minted in fairly substantial num- 
bers, the 1879 eagle is not often seen in finer Mint State grades. This piece is 
satiny and very well struck, with attractive pinkish-golden color. Surface

1879. NGC graded AU-58. Lightly circulated with a few small marks on the 
obverse.

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RARE HIGH GRADE 1879-CC EAGLE - AUS50 PCGS 
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1879-CC. PCGS graded AU-50. From the standpoint of mintage, with just 
1,762 pieces struck, the 1879-CC is an important Carson City rarity, not 
only for this denomination, but also including half eagles, double eagles, and 
silver dollars. Never plentiful to begin with, these pieces soon reached circu- 
lation, where they became worn and, with the melting of gold coins in later 
years, were destroyed. We estimate that only 30 to 45 pieces still exist today 
with VF and XF being par grades. 


Among those that survive, PCGS has graded just six others at this level and 
just five higher grades (the finest being an AU58). Doug Winter reports: 
“The 1879-CC eagle has the lowest mintage figure of any gold coin ever pro- 
duced at this mint. There are an estimated four to five dozen known with as 
many as twelve of these grading AU or better. A single Uncirculated coin is 
known. It was recently discovered in an assortment of gold coins found in 
Alaska and was graded MS62 by NGC. It reportedly traded for over 
$100,000 after it was graded.” Likely, the present coin represents an oppor- 
tunity for the connoisseur that may not occur for a long, long time. 


Both the obverse and reverse are extremely well struck, unusual for a Carson 
City coin. The remaining luster is rich, a couple of small handling marks are 
visible on the reverse, and the eye appeal is exceptional. An important offer-

1882-S. NGC graded AU-55. Light wear shows on each side of this gener- 
ic dated ten dollar coin. (#8698) Ex: The Seaview Collection. 


1883. NGC graded AU-58. Mostly lustrous and well struck with only the 
lightest wear visible on each side. (#8699) Ex: The Seaview Collection. 
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1883-0. ANACS graded Details of AU-50 Cleaned. One of the rarest of 
all the Liberty ten dollar series. The mintage for this date was a scant 800 
pieces. Clearly, the focus of production at New Orleans was in the produc- 
tion of silver dollars where 8,725,000 pieces were struck - the only other 
denomination produced at New Orleans in 1883. We have no information 
why they were ordered to strike such a small quantity of gold coins, but as a 
result, the 1883-O has the lowest mintage of any New Orleans eagle. In fact, 
it trails the 1875 and 1873 for the lowest mintage in the entire Coronet ten 
dollar series. 


Although lightly cleaned at one time, the surfaces are quite smooth and 
undamaged in any other way. Traces of original luster remain in the most 
protected areas. Our research has discovered many of the few existing 1883- 
O eagles are either very harshly cleaned or noticeably damaged in some way 
(or ways). The centers of this piece are well struck but the peripheral stars are 
weak, as always. There are a couple of minor indicators that help identify this 
important coin. On the obverse, a small mark is under Liberty's chin; on the 
reverse another diagonal mark is seen under the mintmark. This is an espe- 
cially important opportunity to acquire a very rarely seen New Orleans issue 
eagle. (#8701) Ex: The Seaview Collection. 


1884. NGC graded AU-55. A lower mintage date with a production of 
76,860 pieces. Pleasing reddish-golden color and only a small amount of vis- 
ible wear. (#8703) Ex: The Seaview Collection.

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1891. NGC graded MS-63. A well preserved survivor from a lower mintage 
of only 91,820 business strikes. This sharply detailed representative exhibits 
attractive, appealing reddish-golden and pink patina over both sides. A few 
minor marks are noted on the obverse, but these are not overly detracting. 
NGC Census: 33 in 63, only 3 are finer (8/08). (#8719) Ex: The Seaview

1891-CC. NGC graded MS-61. This rich yellow-gold representative has 
pleasing surfaces despite the tiny marks that are typical for the grade. The

In Bower's 1982 book, United States Gold Coins: An Illus- 
trated History, written in connection with the Eliasberg Collection, a full page 
was devoted to illustrate a remarkable storage area in the San Francisco Mint 
with bags and bags of 1930-S eagles. Presumably, nearly all of these later went 
to the melting pot. Today, perhaps 100 to 200 pieces still exist, most being 
in Mint State, some attractive and some not. The present specimen is richly 
and deeply lustrous, one of the nicest we have seen at this grade level. As to 
how many exist, we do note the population figures published by the certifi- 
cation services. However, with a high valued coin, such as this, it often turns 
into a veritable cash cow for the grading services, as it can be sent in again 
and again at tiny fractions of its market value seeking a finer grade rating. 
Accordingly, the number of certification events recorded is probably signifi- 
cantly more than the actual number of different coins involved.

Greatly prized and now moderately rare in all grades despite a lofty mintage 
of more than 2.9 million pieces; much of that mintage was either melted or 
shipped abroad, mainly to Europe. The Breen Encyclopedia (1988) notes: 
“Very scarce. Almost all survivors came from French banks circa 1953-56; 
most are Uncirculated with extensive bag marks.” As Breen noted, this may 
have been repatriated from France, but his notation of “extensive bag marks” 
is far from the case for the present specimen. 


The present coin is head and shoulders above most other specimens at the 
MS64 grade level.

AMAZING 1850 BALDWIN $10 - MS64 NGC 
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1850 Baldwin & Co (San Francisco) $10 Gold. NGC graded MS-64. K-3, R.6. A exemplary specimen of this famous and distinctive issue, perhaps one of 20 
or fewer known to survive. Sparkling reflective luster remains in the fields and reflects against lightly frosted devices over beautiful brilliant yellow-gold surfaces. 
The magnificent design by Albrecht Kuner is boldly detailed with excellent highpoint definition throughout. A few tiny contact marks are seen under close exam- 
ination, however, they hardly detract. It is difficult to point out a single identifier on this rare coin, but we did find a thin die crack extending from the rim at 
3:30 inward to the horse’s raised front leg. Above that, we see a tiny handling mark directly below the period after GOLD. We must stress, this requires magnt- 
fication to see. 


In a landscape of designs that largely echo Federal types, mostly amateurishly rendered at best and downright crude at worst, Baldwin's “Horseman” ten dollar 
stands out. If it was only a rarity, the coin would still see abundant demand, but the distinctiveness of its designs make this type among the most famous and 
avidly sought of all California gold pieces. The obverse was inspired by an 1831 print entitled “Californians Throwing the Lasso,” published in Narrative of a 
Voyage to the Pacific and Beering’s Straight by EW. Beechy after a water color by William Smyth, one of the original adventurers. More on this image can be 
found in ANR’s Numismatic Perspective #2, published in July 2003. The print, and Kuner’s fine imitation of it, show the native dress of a vaquero of horseman 
in Spanish California, the original American cowboys and the etymological origin of the slang “buckaroo.”

Struck in a curious compo- 
sition of 87% copper, 13% nickel, and weighing 2.8 Grams with a plain edge. Much experimentation was conducted on various alloys in 1864, and a great deal has still 
to be learned about these pieces, their composition, thickness, and weight. The surfaces are nearly flawless and the strike only lacks complete feather definition on the ends 
of the headdress.

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VERY RARE 1839 ORIGINAL GOBRECHT DOLLAR 
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1839 Gobrecht Dollar, Name Omitted, Judd-104 Original, Pollock-116, R.3. PCGS graded Proof 64. Original. Die Alignment III. Head of Liberty opposite the N 
of ONE with the eagle flying almost level following a standard coin turn. All indications suggest that this coin is one of the 300 original 1839 dollars that were struck and 
released into circulation in December 1839. The 1839 dollar shows a full figure of Liberty, with pole and shield, on the obverse. The stars that had been placed on the 
reverse side of the 1836 (Judd-60) dollars have now been removed, and 13 stars have been placed around the figure of Liberty on the obverse. In this case, the 1839 dol- 


lars are similar to the 1838 pattern design. A majestic flying eagle (symbolizing the United States) adorns the reverse surrounded by the legend UNITED STATES OF 
AMERICA and the denomination ONE DOLLAR. 


Deeply reflective fields with a generally brilliant finish at the central regions. Beautiful cobalt-blue and reddish-golden patina surrounds the obverse border, the reverse 


periphery has some mild honey-golden color. There are a few scattered hairlines in the fragile fields that probably limit the grade. For pedigree purposes, a single dark ton- 
ing spot is near the center of the reverse in the eagle’s feathers. 


Much has been theorized about the reverse die deterioration with a tiny crack developing at the tops of some of the letters in the legend. Mark Van Winkle, a noted author- 
ity, believes this reverse die was initially used to coin the 300 Proofs that were initially struck for circulation. The die was preserved at the Mint, and later used in the 1862- 
1872 year range to produce restrikes. Sometime during the initial production run, microscopic cracks began to develop, and subsequently, they became more apparent 
while coining restrikes. Close examination with a 16x loupe fails to reveal any cracking or deterioration at the typical known locations, thus we feel this is a very early strike 
made sometime in December 1839. 


Another interesting characteristic about this coin is the base of the rock that supports the figure of Liberty. When studying the location where C GOBRECHT F. would 
have been, we find this area appears to have raised horizontal lines in a somewhat irregular fashion. It is well known that there was notable resistance from the public that 
the designer remove name from the field below the rock (when it was initially placed there). It was moved up to this inconspicuous portion of the base where it remained 
until the 1839 issue, when it was removed altogether. It appears the removal process consisted of a Mint employee simply filing the name from the base of the rock with a 


file - thus the unfinished appearing area we now see here.

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EXCEEDINGLY RARE 1836 GOBRECHT DOLLAR, JUDD-63, HIGH R.7 





1836 Gobrecht Dollar, Judd-63, Pollock-63, High R.7. PCGS graded Proof 63 Cameo. Christian Gobrecht was hired as “second” engraver at the Philadel- 
phia Mint in September 1835, specifically not desiring to be designated as “assistant.” He was much more talented than Chief Engraver William Kneass. As Kne- 
ass had been disabled by a stroke, the work of chief engraver actually fell to Gobrecht from then until Kneass died in 1840. Part of Kneass’ salary was unofficial- 
ly paid over to Gobrecht. Among the first orders of business was creating a new design for silver coins, the Liberty Seated obverse being adapted from a sketch 
by artist Thomas Sully and the reverse from an eagle drawn by Titian Peale. The Liberty Seated motif went through several variations, with the Gobrecht dollar 
being the first to reach circulation. Next were half dimes and dimes dated 1837, using the same obverse without stars, but a new reverse with a wreath and inscrip- 
tion. Then followed quarter dollars in 1838 and half dollars in 1839. The Flying Eagle motif was used only on the silver dollars of 1836 and 1839, but not else- 
where in the denomination. Years later in 1856, Chief Engraver James B. Longacre copied the motif for use on the Flying Eagle cent. 


In November 1836, Gobrecht completed the first set of working dies for the new dollar. The obverse depicted a seated figure of Liberty in a plain field with the 
date at the bottom. Below the portrait, Gobrecht inserted his “signature” in the form of the Latin phrase C. GOBRECHT. F (C. Gobrecht Fecit), which trans- 
lates as “Christian Gobrecht made it.” The reverse depicted a flying eagle within a field of 26 stars with the legend UNITED STATES OF AMERICA and the 
denomination ONE DOLLAR around the periphery. Toward the end of 1836, the Philadelphia Mint produced the first 18 pattern silver dollars (Judd-58) with 
these dies. Following some public resistance about the prominence of his name in the obverse field, Gobrecht created new dies that moved his stylized signature 
to the base of the rock upon which Liberty is seated. When this proved inadequate to still the criticism, the engraver removed his signature in its entirety from 
the silver dollar dies that he prepared in 1838 and 1839. 


Mint personnel did not destroy the original Gobrecht dollar obverse with C. GOBRECHT. F. below the base. Instead, the chief coiner locked the die in his vault, 
where it remained until the late 1860s. According to noted pattern specialist Saul Teichman, this obverse die was retrieved from the coiner’s vault between 1867 
and 1878. Mated with the original reverse die with the eagle flying in a starry field, this obverse die produced an undetermined number of Gobrecht dollar restrikes 
(Judd-58). As the 18 originals that the Mint produced in late 1836 have since been lost, these restrikes constitute the sole representatives of this die marriage avail- 
able to today’s Gobrecht dollar specialists. Needless to say, examples of the Judd-58 Restrike bring hefty sums in today’s market. 


During the same period when these restrikes were produced, the Mint appears to have mated the original obverse die with the reverse die used to produce the 
1838-1839 Gobrecht dollars. The reverse depicts the eagle flying in a plain field, the stars having been moved to the obverse of the 1838-1839 issues. Again, the 
Mint produced an unknown number of examples from this die combination on both silver and copper planchets (The silver strikings of this issue are known 
alternatively as AW-48, Judd-63 Restrike, and Pollock-63.) All of the Judd-63 specimens have plain edges with the eagle flying level (actually slightly downward 
on this example) when the coin is rotated around its horizontal axis. The latter is referred to in Gobrecht dollar parlance as Die Alignment III. Since this die pair- 
ing was not used to strike any original Gobrecht dollars in either 1836, 1838, and 1839, the examples coined circa 1867-1878 are referred to as “mules. 


The fact that Judd-63 was produced between 1867 and 1878 is based on research done by Gobrecht dollar specialists Mike Carboneau and Saul Teichman. 
According to them, all known representatives of the Judd-63 Restrike variety display small areas of die rust in the right obverse field and in the reverse field around 
the E in UNITED and the AR in DOLLAR, however, it is interesting to note this specimen does not show that characteristic. In addition, the reverse die cracked 
along the tops of the letters MERIC in AMERICA, and from the left side of the D in UNITED into the field. These cracks suggest that the reverse die had been 
used to produce other original and/or restrike Gobrecht dollars prior to its use for Judd-63. 


Today, it is believed that only three silver strikings of Judd-63 are extant. We are unsure of the pedigree of this coin, but it is not the plate coin in the Breen Ency-
